Sunday，Dec. I0，1972，was a 
memorable one in Vancouver's 
Chinatown，for that day saw the 
largest protest march in the annals 
of Chinese-Canadian history. 

The roots of this demonstration 
of Chinese feeling lay in the events 
of the past few years. Like their 
sister communities south of the 
border， many Canadian China- 
towns，jlocated as they are on 
choice real estate, were threatened 
with extinction by encroaching 
downtown interests in the guise of 
redevelopment. This was true in 
Vancouver，home of the largest 
Chinese population in Canada. 

As long ago as 1957，the Van- 
couver govermnment had declared 
suUbstandard and earmarked for 
urban renewal one area of China- 
town，the Strathcona tract，This 
area was home to about 5000 
Asians, mostly Chinese, in the low 
income brackets。 Demolition of 
dwellings began in 1959. But soon 
it began to be apparent that it was 
difficult for the residents to-find 
suitable places elsewhbere at rea- 
sonable rents，JIntensive commnu- 
nity opposition finally forced a 
halt to the wrecking in 1968. 

During the mid-'60s, Strathcona 
residents of the plot bounded by 
Pender,， Keefer,， Jackson and Gore 
Streets Were asked to sell their 
properties to the government. 
Faced with the threat of expropri- 
ation 这 they refused, the property 
Owners had to comply. In return， 
they were Promised priorities in 
public housing projects to be 
erected on the site at some future 
date: Im all the city paid 4750,- 
000 for the properties，However， 
in many instances,individual prop- 
erty Owners received only 4$5,000 


.to $8,000，which was not even 


enough for a down payment on an 
equivalent-sized home elsewhere 
in Vancouver. 
ORIENTIF IMPORTERS 
JInstead of constructing public 
housing，the city council sold the 
land for $210,000 in early 1968 


to Orientif Importers, Ltd.,，a Pri- 
vate developer，who promised to 
build 128 housing units on the 
Site。 Construction was expected 
to begin in mid-1969 but by late 
1971 only minimal excavation 
work and some concrete pours 
had been completed. 

In January of this year the city 
reconsidered and decided to re- 
purchase the plot for a mnulti- 
storied training center, Vancouver 
Firehall No. 1， to house both ad- 
ministrative offices and firefight- 
ing equipment. This new develop- 
Iment caused many in the Chinese 
commumnity to become concerned 
that the proposed building, which 
would eliminate parking on its 
boundary streets, will have a detri- 
mental effect on business. But the 
Imain concern was that there con- 
tinued to be a serious housing 
shortage for people ip the commu- 
nity，with none to replace that 
torm down to make room for the 
firehall. 

Representatives 。 from various 
Chinese businesses and associa- 


'tions presented their concerns to 


city officials, but their objections 
were brushed aside as the city 
council went ahead and authorized 
the construction of the firehall. 

In September the Strathcona 
Property Owners and Tenants As- 
Sociation again petitioned the city 
council, Again the protest fell on 
unheeding ears and on November 
7 _ the municipal authorities or- 
dered expzropriation of the site at 
an assessed price of $790,000. It 
was obvious then that Orientif Im- 
porters Ltd., the developer, would 
fail to honor its comimnitment to 
build housing，and actually the 
city govemmment would have the 
Tight to buy back the land at the- 
original selling price of $210,000 
in three of four months. 

LAME STATEMENT 

When asked the reason for the 
strange dealings，city officials 
could offer only the lame state-

On December 14, 1972, six Gali- 
leo 于 igh School students，along 
with members of the Concerned 
Citizens of Nob Hill, attempted to 
stop the construction of a 24- 
story luxury condominium build- 
ing in Sapn Francisco. 

The group of Chinese youths， 
part of Students Against High 
Rise Buildings, askedthe San Fran- 
cisco 了 Planning Commission to 
deny a building permit to the ljaad 
developers。 The student group 
joined residents of the Comstock 
apartment house to oppose the 
Construction of the _ residential 
building less than 60 feet away 
from the Comastock at 1330 Clay- 
the Comstock residents did not 
want the new building because， 
they said，it would block their 
Views，congest their Streets，and 
compete for city services. 

上 Edison Fong，chairman of the 
student group，said the construc- 
tion of the building would cause 
traffic and parking problems. More 
traffic will mean the streets in the 
area will be more dangerous for 
children. He urged the planning 
commissioners to _ declare the site 
as “open space.”Construction of 
the building，according to Eong， 
would mean diluted fire and police 
protection，Ired 便 ced water Pres- 
sures，increased waste,and air and 
noise pollution. The commission 
put over a _ decision on the build- 
ing until tomorrow, January 4. 

At tomorrow2?s meeting, the stu- 
dent group will propose that the 
land be used for low rent housing， 
or for a park. Chinese citizens are 
urged to attend the meeting at 
City Hall, 3 p.m., room 282.

on November 28 Chinatown resi- 
dents formed the Committee to 

Eight the Firehall Site and Give- 
away. Now the campaign moved 
into high gear as the stage was set 
for the mass demonstration of 
community sentiments on Decem- 
ber 10. 

On that late autumn afternoon 
Chinese began gathering at the 
corner of Pender and Carral streets 
bearing signs in English and Chi- 
Dese: 

“We do not want the Fire Hall，; 

“We Want Housing”; 

“Don?t run over me, fireman.” 

At a quarter past one， two Chi- 
nese-Canadian youths bearing a 
banner,“ 了 Parade to Fight the Fire 
Hall Site and Giveaway,”set out 
leading the protest march. They 
were joined by the lion dancers 
from two athletic clubs. 

As the procession moved east 
along the main arterial in China- 
town its ranks swelled. In spite of 
the chily weather，by 'the time 
the parade reached the proposed 
firehall site，the crowd had in- 
creased to around 600. 

BANNERS UNFURLED 

At the site banners bearing Eng- 
lish and Chinese slogans saying“In 
Unity There Is Strength”were un- 
furled to the crowd's enthusiastic 
approval. Never before had the 
Chinese-Canadian community ex- 
Pressed their feelings on a commnu- 
Dity issue so emphatically. 

The people then adjourned to 
nearby Strathcona Elementary 
School，where lawyer Andrew Joe 
of the Committee to Fight the 
Firehall Site and Giveaway chaired 
a Imass meeting in a jam-packed 
auditorium. Denouncing the city 
govermment Joe declared the fire- 
hall issue was only the latest in a 
series of attacks by the city coun- 
cl on Chinese culture，beginning 
with the banning of the use of 
firecrackers in celebrations. (The 
Canadian federal government 
banned the sale of fireworks last 
September.) 

Joe cited the restrictions placed 
on the traditional method used by 
Chinese to handle meat, (On Oc- 
tober 1，the city health depart- 
ment began strict enforcement of 
regulations requiring merchants to 
keep perishable meats under hy- 
genic conditions at temperatures 
either below 40 or above 140 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. This meant that 
Such items as Chinese barbecued 
Pork which were kept at ambient 
temperatures would violate the 
health regulations. The Chinese 
who had handled their barbecued 
Pork in this fashion for centuries 
without suffering any il effects 
naturally considered this unrea- 
Sonable. Their cause was support- 
ed by the news media, which edi- 
torially ridiculed the bureaucrats. 
In the wake of the resulting furor， 
the health _ department official re- 
sponsible offered his resignation.) 

VOICES OUTRAGE 

Lawyer Joe went on to voice his 
outrage at the duplicity of the 
govermment: “The people have 
been duped. The government in- 
duced them to part with their

She refuses and prefers to offer 
her services to Taipei. The reason

Chinese colonials in Hong Kong

The second of the Chinatowmn 
“gang ”trials began yesterday in 
Superior Court 23 at the Hall of 
Justice，San Francisco，The Pre- 
siding judge is Walter 可 Calcagno， 
who also presided over the first 
Chinatown “gang” trial，which re- 
sulted in a first-degree murder con- 
Viction of a 19-year-old Chinese 
youth. 

In that trial, in answer to a com- 
ment that Chinatown is a ghetto， 
Judge Calcagno replied，“What 
ghetto? There is no ghetto ip 
Chinatown.”Attorney Patrick 
Coyle of the firm of James Martin 
MacJInnis stated in the S.F. Chron- 
icle (Dec. 4, 1972) that “the youth 
Was convicted because of the prej- 
udicial climate created by reports 
of gang activity at.the time of the 
trial.”An appeal filed after that 
conviction will :be handled by the 
firm of Charles Garry. 

Yesterday's trial started prompt- 
ly at 9:30 am. with the reading of 
the charges 一 four counts of as- 
sault with a deadqly weapon and 
two counts of conspiracy to com- 
mit Imurder 一 stemming 他 om an 
alleged shooting incident at Sacra- 
mento and Hyde on the evening of 
October 26，1972. The co-defen- 
dants Joseph Fong, Paul Lew, and 
David Wong are respectively repre- 
sented by attorneys Carlos La- 
Roche, Marvin Friedman, and Otto 
Stelling. Jr、 IThe defendants have 
been in jail since their arrest in 
late October，when a very high 
bail was set. 

District Attorney “Lucky”Pierre 
Merrill，also the D.A. in the first 
trial，stated in his opening state- 
ment that the incidentis part of a 
“web of retaliation and fear”Pby 
rival “gangs”in“competition for 
control of young Chinese in San 
Francisco.” The young Chinese 
alluded to by Merrill were later

of Chinatown and knew most of 
the “gang” members “by face.”， 
He identified the rival “gangs”ipD 
this case as“the Chung Yee”or 
Joe Fong gang”and “the Wah 
Chings.?” 

Under cross examination by de- 
fense, it was broughtout that Phil 
Pott had never met any of the 
defendants until their arrest At- 
tomey Stelling at one point men- 
tioned a series of names of China- 
town groups including the Golden 
Dragons，Chung Yee，Wah Ching， 
Red Guards, and the PAL (Police 
Athletic League)，and asked Phil 
pott how he differentiated be- 
tween “gangs”and“clupbs ”The 
sergeant replied that he knew the 
difference between the gangs and 
clubs. 

The jury was released for lunch 
about noon，whereupon a list of 
names，allegedqly of “Chung Yee” 
members，was introduced as evi- 
dence and then suppressed from 
the record，the reason being that 
the list had been obtained in a 
police raid where no warrant had 
been issued. 

The trial was then recessed until 
1:30 in the afternoon. 

The trial will continue well into 
next Week.， 了 For those Chinese-

professionals. Particularly high on 
the priority list is a bilingual child 
psychiatrist. 

Besides Sanford Tom， several 
people deserve mention for their 
efforts in settng up the program. 
These include: Mrs. Mai Lam，who 
chairs the steering committee; Mrs. 
Alice Henry，retired director of 
the People's Services for the school 
district，and psychologist Dr. Wan 
Ho Lee. 

AN ACCOMPLISHMENT 

That Chinatown received this 
grant and also approval for an 
“after-care Program”” for mental 
patients who would otherwise 
have to spend their time in mental 
hospitals is quite an accomplish- 
ment. There was only $10 million 
available for the entire couritry. 
It is quite a tribute to the quiet 
determination and clear thinking 
of psychiatrist Tom. 

A recent visitor to the People's 
Republic of China and a newly- 
wed, Tom was born and raised in 
this community and“feels he has 
a responsibility to do something 
to help it.…” He attended Commo- 
dore Stockton，Francisco，Lowell 
and Berkeley High. He attended 
Harvard，received his M.D. from 
the University of Chicago，and 
served for a time as an army child 
psychiatrist on Okinawa. 

His wife, the former Jane _ Chang，

tion。 She feels the program has 


Potential “as a bridge between the 
families and the schools”and sees 
Self-help parents” groups as a pos- 
Sible spin-off from the Pro 和 am. 
Parents could later come in any 
time and group together for recre- 
ation or to discuss their problems. 

The children in the“child-Ppark- 
ing” center will belong to what 
Tom describes as the mid-latency 
group (ages 1 to 6 or 7). More in- 
formation about the Progam can 
be obtained by phoning 398-0981， 
or by writing the headquarters of 
the Chinatown Northeast Mental 
Health Team at 1548 Stockton.
